Dear Editor, 

I have been a "public" gay man 
since 1977 when I arrived in 
Calgary with my lover to start 
Metropolitan Community Church 


of Calgary. 
I was on radio, and was 
written about in both = city 


newspapers, and, of course, in a 
certain right wing magazine. 
Never been on T.V. though. 

All this said, however, I am 
not the political type. I have stayed 
away from most rallies and 
marches. In fact, I've only been to 
two other rallies in my life -- one 
at Queens Park in Toronto and one 
in Washington D.C., across from 
the White House. 

Several years ago, I was at the 
forefront against holding a 
rally/march in Calgary. One 
reason was that gay people had 
relatively few problems in this 
city; discrimination seemed to be 
very isolated. I also knew that the 
majority of gay and lesbian people 
back then were. passionately 
private about their sexuality, so a 
rally/march would have attracted 
very few participants. Another 
reason was that all of our 
organizations rarely got along 
with each other. 

Since then I've changed my 
mind. ; 

Why? I believe our community 
has matured. We have, since the 
early 80's brought us AIDS, 
become more aware about 
ourselves and each other. We have 
become much more aware of 
things political. 

As I stood at city hall on June 
16, I was proud. Proud of our 
mayor for the proclamation he 
made; even more proud that the 
gay community of Calgary had 


come of age. Our organizations 
work closer than ever (although 
there is still room for 
improvement) and that is great to 
see. 

As a trustee of the ISCCA, I 
was proud to see our Emperor 
Chris and Empress Tiffany lead 
the march. 

The speeches and singing at 
the rally were great, the highlight 
of course was the speech by Svend 
Robinson. The only thing I felt was 
missing was someone to speak on 
behalf of the Christian gay 
community. Maybe next year! 

As a_ Christian, I was 
embarrased to see the protestors 
with their total disregard for the 
rights of others. Their misuse -- 
no abuse -- of scripture verses 
annoyed me to no end. The cause 
of Christ was in no way helped by 
people spreading such hate. I pity 
them for their hardness and I pray 
for them. 

As I marched with my sisters 
and brothers, I was subdued. I 
didn't shout out with the various 
chants. I was almost in tears at one 
point! Being up at the front of the 
march, I was able to see the mass 
of people marching as we turned 
corners. It was awe-inspiring! 

A big thank you to the 
organizers for their hard work 
putting this together. I look 
forward to next year, anticipating 
an even bigger turnout.

I'm a nineteen year old 


University of Calgary student. I've 
been "out" since September, mostly 
due to the incredible people at 
GLASS, and have had extremely 


positive experiences with my 
friends and family. 

In February, CLAGPAG gave 
a "political awareness" 
presentation to GLASS, in which 
they described’ their own 
unbelievable stories of 
discrimination. Although I've lived 
through the early teenage torment 
that most gay and lesbian people 
do, I've never really experienced 
the things that the CLAGPAG 
people were speaking of. 

Only a few days later, I was 
reminded of their words, their 
anger, and the fact that we all are 
at risk of being discriminated 
against. I was living in rez [sic] and 
had done some visible activities 
with GLASS on campus. Coming 
home one night, a group of drunk 
guys started yelling homophobic 
things at me, and, being 
unprepared for this, I didn't know 
how to handle it. Unfortunately, I 
did not report my experience to 
the harassment committee at the U 
of C. At that moment, I felt so 
frustrated and infuriated. They 
were only words, but what right 
does anyone have to say things 
like that to me? 

So, instead of _ taking 
immediate action, I wrote a poem 
in the height of my anger that 
night. It wasn't a very polished 
piece of work, but it was full of 
emotion when I scrawled it out. 

..AGLP is seriously needed in 
our community and it has a lot of 
quality. I especially like the 
coverage and interaction you have 
with the community groups.

The AIDS network 
questionnaire focuses on how and 
where gay men have received HIV 
and AIDS information up _ to 
present, and asks for suggestions 
for possible alternative locations in 
the future. 

The survey will be helpful in 
establishing new educational 
programs and will provide insight 
into the diversity of the gay men's 
community of Edmonton. 


AIDS Exhibition 


(CALGARY) An _ exhibition of 
Andy Fabo originals will be on 


display this month in Calgary at 
Truck: An Artist Run Centre, July 
5 through July 28. 

The exhibition on display is a 
re-mounting of an exhibition that 
was curated by Karen Schoonover 
for the Rosemont Art Gallery in 
Regina in September 1990. 

Fabo layers __ large-scale 
drawings on translucent mylar 
over community based AIDS 
prevention posters and brochures. 
The blueprint doubling of the 
images is intended as an analogue 
for human temporality, as 
blueprints deteriorate visibly over 
time. The exhibition stands as 
witness to the AIDS epidemic, 
from the view of a gay man. 


Lyphomed Cuts 


Pentamidine 
Price

The Lyphomed  pharma- 
ceutical company, based _ in 


suburban Chicago, has cut the 
price of its monopoly AIDS drug 
pentamidine by 20 percent. 

The announcement came just 
weeks after the company was 
denounced by the New York City 
Office of Consumer Affairs for 
"gross overcharging" on the drug. 

HIV -positives inhale 
pentamidine to prevent 
Pneumocystis Carinii pneumonia, 
the most common infection to kill 
persons with AIDS. 

Chief Executive Officer Brian 
Tambi said the company was able 
to lower the price "without 
adversely affecting our research 
programs because of capital made 
available by our parent

company...and its 
commitment to being a partner 
with the AIDS community in the 


battle dreaded 
disease." 

Lyphomed has always claimed 
that pentamidine's admittedly 
high price offset research and 
development costs, but the New 


York consumer agency charged 


against _ this 


that Lyphomed had released 
"inconsistent and incredible" 
information on _ its research 


expenses and that "the original 


clinical study on _ aerosolized 
pentamidine was not even 
conducted by Lyphomed." 


The company raised the price 
of a dose of pentamidine from $25 
to $99.45 when the AIDS epidemic 
began. The new wholesale price of 
$79 is still about triple the cost of 
pentamidine in Europe. Lyphomed 
continues to refuse to open its 
books to AIDS activists, the media 
or consumer agencies. 

Lyphomed's government- 
granted monopoly on _ aerosol 
pentamidine runs until 1996 but 
HIV-positives will be able to buy 


cheap generic pentamidine 
starting in October. 
That's when  Lyphomed's 


monopoly on its older injectable 
pentamidine, sold to treat rather 
than prevent PCP, expires. The 
injectable and aerosol versions of 
the drug are, in fact, identical, 
except for the label on the aerosol 
product, which explains how to 
convert the liquid drug into a mist. 

AIDS doctors say they already 
known how to do that and don't 
need to pay an extra $50 per dose 
for Lyphomed's label. 

Lyphomed received __ the 
monopolies under the Orphan 
Drug Act, which gives seven years' 
exclusive rights to companies 
which agree to develop drugs that 
are expected to be needed by fewer 
than 200,000 Americans.

Alarm British Gays

During the 1980s, more than 
25 000 men in England and Wales 
were convicted on charges related 
to homosexuality, according to 
new statistics obtained by Capita 
Gay. 

The convictions resulted in 
2,961 prison sentences, some as 
long as five years, even though 
most of the men would not have 
been prosecuted if their partner 
had been female. 

The offenses included 
buggery, gross indecency between 
men, procuring others to commit 
homosexual acts, and solicitation 
by a man. In most all cases, the 
behavior involved mutual consent. 

Gross indecency is sex or 
affection with men ages 16-21, sex 
between three or more men, and 


sex or affection in public places. 
Procuring is when one man 
does something that makes it 
easier for two other men to have 
sex--such as_ publishing a 
newspaper with personal ads, 
operating a gay bar, or merely 
introducing two men who later 
have sex. Solicitation means "to 
importune in a public place for 
immoral purposes." It includes 
cruising, what the British call 
"chatting up," and such things as 
exchanging telephone numbers. 


In the final analysis, men- 
who-have-sex—with-men risk 
arrest in Britain unless _ their 


cruising, pass-making, affection 
and sex acts take place in private 
between no more than two people 
over age 21. 

Further, under a recent court 


ruling, in a case dubbed 
"Operation Scanner," all 
sadomasochistic sex, even in 


private among adults, is now 
illegal in Britain. Judge James Rant 
declared last Dec. 15 that British 
citizens have no right to be "cruel" 
to each other in bed. Eight victims 
of Operation Scanner, which 
targeted men who ordered sex 
videos from abroad and taped 
their own at home, were sentenced 
to up to 4 % years in prison. 

Meanwhile, for people in the 
British military, all gay sex 
remains illegal. New statistics 
show that 48 men and 26 women 
were dismissed from the armed 
forces in 1990 for "homosexuality 
or homosexual behaviour." Six 
were "dismissed with disgrace" 
following courts—martial. They 
spent between three and 18 
months in prison. 


There is one bit of good news 
from the U.K. this month. Under 
heavy fire, the government deleted 
recently added Paragraph 16 of the 
Department of Health regulations, 
which essentially banned gays and 
lesbians from being foster parents. 

In announcing the move, 
Minister Virginia Bottomley said: 
"The overriding consideration in 
decisions about fostering must be 
the welfare of children. Never 
should consideration about the 
best available option for the child 
be secondary to _ ideological 
preoccupations." 
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400 At European Lesbian Conference

Three weeks before the heated confrontations 
about racism during Atlanta's National Lesbian 
Conference, European lesbians tackled the issue in 
depth at the five-day International Lesbian 
Information Service annual conference, held this year 
in Barcelona, Spain. 

More than 400 lesbians from nearly every East and 
West European nation attended the gathering. Racism 
within the lesbian community was placed at the top of 
the agenda. 

Separate workshops were held for women of 
color and whites, followed by joint evening sessions to 
map out anti-racism strategies. 

Controversy emerged over use of the Spanish 
word "negra" and the conference adopted the word 
"Zami”" instead to refer to black women. ("Zami" was 
introduced in feminist circles in the early '80s by 
author Audre Lorde. It means women who work 
together as friends and lovers, according to Lorde, 
who learned the word from her Caribbean mother.) 
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On other fronts, as in Atlanta, lesbians with 
children and old lesbians charged that the conference 
was insensitive to their needs. 

The lesbian peace movement was another hot 
topic, with Spanish feminist—lesbians promoting it as 
their top agenda item. Unlike in Atlanta, there were no 
fist-fights between pacifists and lesbians serving in 
the armed forces. 

There were some lighthearted moments to balance 
the politically correct atmosphere. Delegates were 
startled when two nuns entered one of the evening 
sessions. 

It turned out they were actresses from Madrid 
who had arrived to perform at the final party, where, 
to the sounds of flamenco and wild applause, they 
threw off their habits.

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Gallo Finally Admits 
Virus Came From France 


Dr. Robert Gallo

Gallo admitted last month 
that the strain of HIV he 
used to develop the US. 
HIV-antibody test in 1984 
originated in the 
laboratory of French AIDS 
researcher Luc 
Montagnier. 

But Gallo says people 
who think he purposely 
made use of the fast- 
growing virus Montagnier 
had sent him to study are 
wrong. Montagnier's virus 
accidentally contaminated 
Gallo's own weaker strain 
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of HIV in Gallo's lab in late 1983, 
he said. 

Since the French virus was 
stronger, Gallo said, it drowned 
out his strain--a_ theoretically 
possible but rare occurrence. 

Rumors and news articles over 
the past seven years have 
suggested that Gallo purloined 
Montagnier's strong virus and 
then took credit himself for finally 
being able to mass-produce HIV 
in the lab. 


The allegations _ persisted 
because of the genetic 
identicalness of Gallo's HIV 


(HTLV-3b) and Montagnier's HIV 
(LAI), which are now said to have 
been one and the same. 

"[This] dispels any notion that 
[Gallo and his associates] had in 
some way, even unwittingly, 
stolen the French virus," said Dr. 
Howard Streicher, Gallo's 
personal assistant. 

"We have spent too much 
effort in non-essential debate over 
this issue [and] the argument 
should now be over." 

Probably not. 

Gallo is still being formally 
investigated by the National 
Institutes of Health's Office of 
Scientific Integrity and_ insiders, 
speaking privately, say Gallo's 
latest version of the events of late 
1983 is not supported by his own 
lab records. 

Among the questions 
inestigators are asking is whether 
Gallo had in fact been able to grow 
HIV (HTLV-3b) at all prior to 
receiving LAI from France. 
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Death Threats Force 
Cancellation Of ILGA Conference 


Government officials go all out to stop gathering

Following threats of violence from right-wing 
groups and aggressive attacks from government 
Officials, the 13th World Conference of the 
International Lesbian and Gay Association, scheduled 
for June 30-July 6 in Guadalajara, Mexico, was 
cancelled in mid-June. 

The move led to demonstrations at Mexican 
embassies and consulates worldwide. 

At press time, conference organizers said they 
were continuing to receive telephoned death threats 
from "paramilitary ultra—right-wing Catholic groups." 

"We did not feel we could guarantee the physical 
safety of delegates," said organizer Jorge Romero 
Mendoza of the Grupo Orgullo Homosexual de 
Liberacion [GOHL], or Homosexual Pride Liberation 
Group. 

Guadalajara Mayor Gabriel Covarrubias Ibarra 
publicly stated that he would not provide police 
protection for the conference and threatened to have 
all the delegates arrested for "immoral behavior" upon 
their arrival in the city. 

The governor of the state of Jalisco and the mayor 
of surrounding Zapopan County also promised to take 
"whatever steps necessary" to prevent the conference. 

Zapopan Mayor Nicolas Orosco forced the Hotel 
Azteca Internacional to cancel ILGA's reservation and 
Orosco and Covarrubias Ibarra decreed that any other 
hotel that transacted business with the group would 
be shut down by police. 

The local officials' actions came despite public 
support for the conference from Mexican President 
Carlos Salinas de Gortari and the National Human 
Rights Commission—-and despite guarantees in the 
Mexican Constitution of U.S.-style freedom of 
assembly. 

Strong opposition also came from numerous 
Catholic-identified associations, which staged a major 
rally in front of the cathedral and published paid 
inserts in daily newspapers aggressively denouncing 
homosexuals. 


Catholic groups  and_ conservative civic 
organizations had been organizing against the 
conference since it was announced nearly a year ago- 
—generating more than 100 articles in the local daily 
newspapers. 

They went by such names as the Moral, Civic and 
Material Association of Guadalajara; The Social Union 
of Mexican Business Leaders; and the State Families 
Association. Romero Mendoza said he had never 
heard of many of the groups prior to the conference 
controversy. 

Conference organizers welcomed most of the 
publicity, despite its frequently sensational and anti- 
gay tone. 

"We definitely moved from the crime section to 
the front page," said Romero Mendoza, "and that is a 
great, great success. It has never happened before. 

"We are in the most-important sections of the 
radio and TV and the papers. There are editorials 
everywhere talking about us as human beings, as 
citizens, not as 'antisocials' and sinners, as was the case 
before. 

"Everybody is talking about gays and lesbians and 
their rights," he said. 

Romero Mendoza and GOHL co-organizer Pedro 
Preciado said they were "very sad and depressed" 
about the loss of the conference but ecstatic over the 
extensive visibility for the gay/lesbian community. 


'This will increase our determination’ 


ILGA officials in Europe announced the 
cancellation of the conference "with great sadness." 

"ILGA most strongly condemns this utterly 
homophobic attitude on the part of the local and state 
governments and urges everyone concerned about 
human rights to protest to the Mexican governments," 
said Information Secretary Micha Ramakers, speaking 
from Brussels, Belgium. 

At press time, demonstrations had already taken 
place in New York, San Francisco, Washington, D.C., 
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and in several European capitals, and many more 
were scheduled. 

Romero Mendoza "urge[d] everybody to 
demonstrate at their local Mexican embassy or 
consulate and spread the news in their local media. 

"We are outraged by the actions of the 
homophobic authorities here but they must not think 
we will be stopped from fighting them," he said. 

ILGA Co-Secretary General Lisa Power, speaking 
from London, said the mess in Guadalajara "shows 
how much the international lesbian and gay 
movement is needed."

"Neither the Mexican authorities nor any others 
will stop us fighting oppression and homophobia," she 
said. "The loss of the conference only increases our 
determination." 


ILGA's 'financial crisis’ 


The loss of ILGA's annual conference came as the 
organization faces "a severe financial crisis" brought 
on by its rapid growth. 

Almost 100 national and local gay/lesbian 
organizations have joined ILGA in the past two years, 
many from poverty-stricken 'Third World’ nations 
where activists cannot afford to pay ILGA 
membership dues. 

The crisis is exacerbated by the costs of 
international communication. ILGA's expenses are 
expected to outstrip its income this year by $13,000. 
The organization has no savings. 


'ILGA's work is crucial’ 


In the words of National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force spokesman Robert Bray, "ILGA is the world's 
pre-eminent global gay/lesbian-rights organization." 

Historically, ILGA is credited with forging the first 
links between the world's established and developing 
gay/lesbian movements, many of which started from 
scratch with little knowledge of worldwide movement 
history. 

It is first and foremost a networking body. 

ILGA is perhaps best-known for routinely 
dropping piles of letters, telegrams and faxes on 
homophobic officials around the globe--as Mexican 
officials are no—doubt learning this month. 

ILGA membership now numbers almost 300 local 
and national gay/lesbian organizations from 42 
countries on six continents. 

"ILGA's work is absolutely crucial as the lesbian 
and gay movement increasingly becomes an 
international force," said Bray. 

"Homophobia knows no national boundaries. 
Bigotry and hatred do not respect lines drawn on a 
map." 


The future 


At press time, there was informal talk of 
rescheduling the ILGA conference in Acapulco, Los 
Angeles or New York, but nothing had _ been 
formalized. 

The national gay magazine THE ADVOCATE, 
which recently vowed to begin covering international 
news, offered ILGA $25,000 to offset rescheduling 
expenses.

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Black Man Wins 
International Mr. Leather Contest

Thirty-year-old 'D' Cannon, a _ computer 
programmer from Hollywood, Calif., was crowned 
International Mr. Leather May 26 in Chicago. He is the 
second black man to hold the title in the contest's 13- 
year history. 

Cannon beat out 50 other hide—bound contestants 
to walk away 


with the 
leather 
community's 
highest 
honor. Terry 
Leonhart of 
Baltimore 


took second 
place and 
Mitch 
Johnson’ of 
San 


Francisco 
came in 
third. 

During a 
segment 


where the 20 
finalists were 
given 90 
seconds to 
say anything 
they wanted, 
Cannon told 
the 1,500 people jammed into the Vic Theater: "The 
time has come when personal concerns for ourselves 
must take a back seat to caring for each other. 

"We must put a stop to gay—bashing. We must use 
our ballots as bullets. We must work together as one, 
unified family. We must remember that we can change 
attitudes and opinions. 

"No one person can accomplish all this alone," 
Cannon said. "As International Mr. Leather, I invite 
you to stand with me. Use me as a direct channel to 
focus on these goals in your communities and together 
we will make a difference." 

Second runner-up Johnson told the audience that, 
"The strength of the leather-SM-fetish community lies 
in its traditions—-traditions of love for our brothers 
and sisters, a tradition of bold sexuality."

First runner-up Leonhart urged leathermen and - 
women to educate the general gay/lesbian community 
about the leather lifestyle. "What we wear and how we 
wear it says who we are and what we're into——very 
directly," he said. "Yet...we are by far the most 
misunderstood group in society-—and unfortunately 
that also includes the rest of the gay community.

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AIDS/Gay Groups 
End Philip Morris Boycott

The year-long international gay boycott of 
Marlboro cigarettes and Miller beer was called off in 
the U.S. May 30 by AIDS and gay organizations and 
the Philip Morris corporation, maker of the products. 

Philip Morris promised to double its annual 
charitable contributions to AIDS and gay/lesbian 
organizations. To date, the corporation has donated 
$1.3 million to such groups, executives said. 

A recent survey by the gay research firm 
Overlooked Opinions found that 51% of U.S. gay and 
lesbian beer drinkers had stopped drinking Miller 
because of the boycott. 

During settlement negotiations, the corporation 
rejected a boycott demand that it sever ties with 
Helms but conceded that its contributions to him 
"should not be seen as an endorsement of any other of 
his positions." 

Negotiations on behalf of the gay community 
were conducted by members of ACT UP/District of 
Columbia and the Dallas Gay Alliance, two of the 
three prime-movers behind the U.S. boycott. The 
settlement was endorsed by the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, America's largest gay-rights 
organization, but was not supported by the third 
major group that launched the boycott, ACT UP/San 
Francisco—--nor by a sizeable minority of ACT 
UP/New York members. Those who oppose the 
settlement say the boycott should continue until 
Morris stops contributing money to Helms. ACT 
UP/DC negotiator Michael Petrelis responded that he 
was disappointed at Morris’ refusal to meet that 
demand but "we had an ethical choice to make." 

"Either we remain politically correct and continue 
the boycott or we settle with Philip Morris and 
actually do something," Petrelis said. "Philip Morris 
has taken a leadership role in providing a 
humanitarian example for the rest of corporate 
America." 

ACT UP/New York member Bill Dobbs 
disagreed. "[Philip Morris] is buying an ad that they've 
done something for the gay or AIDS communities 
while continuing to give money to Helms,” he said. 
"The settlement stinks. The function of the boycott was 
to get Philip Morris to stop contributing to Helms and 
to renounce the contributions they have made. We've 
gone very far afield in getting Philip Morris to donate 
millions of dollars to AIDS services." 


According to a statement issued by Morris, the 
corporation "and representatives of ACT UP and the 
gay and lesbian community have agreed on a plan to 
encourage community-based organizations to apply 
for grants from Philip Morris.... All agencies providing 
[services] to the gay and lesbian community are 
encouraged to apply. 

"To fight AIDS," the corporation continued, "is 
also to fight both discrimination against people living 
with AIDS and homophobia. Education efforts to 
combat these forms of discrimination may also be 
funded by Philip Morris which continues to stand 
against all forms of intolerance." 

It is not clear whether those who oppose the 
boycott settlement will have enough clout to continue 
the action in the U.S. at any significant level. Gay 
leaders generally agree that the boycott had begun to 
lose steam, at least among non-activist gays and 
lesbians, shortly after Helms won re-election in 
November 1990. 

In Europe, however, the boycott continued to 
grow throughout the first half of 1991. In May, 
Britain's National Union of Students unanimously 
endorsed the action, following the lead of other non- 
gay, ‘progressive’ institutions in the United Kingdom. 

According to Capital Gay, a London weekly, the 
action was taken despite personal lobbying of openly 
gay NUS President Stephen Twigg by a Morris 
executive sent to London from the U.S. 

"They sent a very smooth young man to try and 
persuade me the boycott was unjustifiable, but he 
failed," Twigg said. 

The NUS boycott encompasses other Morris 
products not included in the U.S. boycott and is 
mandatory for all British universities, polytechnicsand 
colleges of further education, Capital Gay reported. 

The boycott is going equally strong in several 
other European nations, most notably in Germany, 
where ACT UP chapters in several cities have 
aggressively promoted it. According to the Berlin gay 
magazine Magnus, German boycott organizers have so 
far refused donations from Morris aimed at ending the 
action.

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New Zealand OKs Immigration 
By Gay/Lesbian Lovers

The New Zealand Immigration Department 


announced last month that citizens’ foreign 
gay/lesbian lovers are welcome to apply for 
residency. 


The New Zealander'must write a letter supporting 
the partner's application and promising housing and 
financial support. The couple must prove the 
relationship is "genuine, stable, and of at least four 
years’ duration." 

If the relationship is less than four—years-—old, the 
foreigner can obtain a work visa in the intervening 
time. No HIV test is required. 

New Zealand joins Australia, Denmark, Holland 
and Norway in allowing gay/lesbian partner 
immigration. 

Australian immigration authorities created the 
category "relationships of emotional interdependency" 


on April 15 of this year to cover various gay and 
straight relationships that lack a legal familial link. 

Gay activists hope to iron out a wrinkle in the 
policy that requires residency applications to be filed 
from outside the country. 

Australia informally permitted gay/lesbian 
partners to immigrate from 1985-89, when an 
overhaul of immigration regulations wiped the 
relevant mechanism from the law books. 

In other news, the New Zealand AIDS Foundation 
has formally condemned "outing" except in the case of 
a "closeted homosexual ot bisexual individual who 
sets about to attack the gay community publicly with a 
view to deflecting speculation about their own 
sexuality." 

"In such cases, NZAF will do nothing to 
discourage others from ‘outing’ them, although it will 
not initiate any such action itself, nor will it encourage 
others to do so," the policy states.

CANADA--Eighty-one _ percent 
of 1,460 Canadians questioned in a 
new poll think that gays and 
lesbians are entitled to the same 
civil and social rights at 
heterosexuals. However, 60% still 
have trouble accepting 
homosexuality as normal. In the 
U.S., 80% of the general public 
thinks "homosexuals should have 
equal rights for jobs," according to 
a major poll earlier this year. 


MONTREAL-- Officials at 
Varnier College in Montreal seized 
every copy of the _— student 


newspaper, The Phoenix, after it 
reprinted the infamous safe—sex 
article that first provoked attempts 
at censorship in Newfoundland. 

Bootleg copies of The Phoenix 
are selling for $20, according to 
Nova Scotia's Gaezette. 

Dozens of student newspapers 
coast-to-coast published the 
explicit safe-sex _—_ guidelines, 


photos and vignettes in solidarity 


with editors of The Muse at 
Newfoundland's Memorial 
University, who came under heavy 
attack from several quarters. 


VANCOUVER--ACT UP 
members threw peanuts at Health 
Minister Perrin Beatty in April in 
Vancouver as he opened a national 
AIDS convention. 

They shouted, "Peanuts for 
AIDS," and demanded the release 
of all drugs that may help HIV- 
positives. 

Beatty responded, "No matter 
how loud you shout you won't 
stop me talking to persuade people 
to fight AIDS." 
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MONTREAL--Two lesbians have 
been elected co-presidents of the 
Undergraduate Student 
Association at Montreal's 
Concordia University. 

Under the slogan, "Feminism 
Works," Charlene Nero and 
Eleanor Brown, both part-time 
journalism students, received 596 
of 1 600 votes cast. They will split 
the $22 000 annual salary. 

"The most ridiculously radical 
thing we could think of doing [to 
get the feminist message across] 
was the most very mainstream 
[thing],", said Nero, whose 
previous activism centered on 
graffiti spray painting, street 
demos and flyer blitzes. (Rites) 


AUSTRALIA--According to an 
expose in Outrage, a special squad 
of undercover agents from the 
Royal Australian Air Force roots 
homosexuals out of the armed 
forces. 

The magazine reported: "A 
man or woman suspected of being 
gay is targeted by the RAAF 
directorate of security services and 
placed under 24-hour surveillance 
for two weeks. Everyone they see 
or talk to is noted and 
photographed. Later they may be 
put through interrogation. The 
security team members do not 
wear uniforms and are not seen at 
military establishments. They visit 
gay nightclubs, even beats [cruisy 
toilets]." 

The leader of the Australian 
Democrats, Janet Powell, has 
launched a campaign against the 
RAAF squad, saying the defense 
forces should not be exempt from 


human-rights and equal- 
opportunity laws that forbid 
employment discrimination 


against gays and lesbians. 


AUSTRALIA--More than 600 
lesbians and gay men _ blocked 
traffic on one of Sydney's main 
highways May 12 in_ protest 
against the rising tide of anti-gay 
murders and bashings. 

The march broke new ground 
by going through a residential 
area—-the suburb of Newtown. 
Marchers' chanted, "Stop the 
murders, stop the bashings, gay 
rights now" in an effort to reach 
the societal structures they believe 
generate bigotry: schools, churches 
and the media. 

"We wanted to move beyond 
demands for punishment of 
individual attackers and strategies 
that rely on police for protection," 
said organizer Ken Davis, 
spokesman for the Gay Solidarity 
Group. 


COSTA RICA--The fast- 
emerging gay community is up in 
arms over the Chaplin Theater's 
staging of La Noche de los Gritos y 
Las Plumas (The Night of Screams 
and Feathers), which, in fact, is The 
Boys in the Band. 

In an editorial, the gay 
newspaper Confidencial fumed: 
"It's more than 21 years old and 
does not correspond to our 
lifestyle, which deserves to be 
treated with respect, not ridiculed 
and stereotyped all over again... It 
will attract the morbid 
heterosexual public and reaffirm a 
depressing and distorted image of 
homosexuals." 

It is the first gay play ever 
staged in Costa Rica. 

Directors Jose Elizondo and 
Eduardo Zuniga responded: "As 
responsible artists, we forcefully 
defend freedom of expression, the 
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free interplay of ideas, and 
freedom of thought. The fact that a 
certain polemic has been created 
around our production...fills us 
with satisfaction. In a world where 
it would seem we're rapidly losing 
the healthy habit of thinking, it is a 
triumph that you are occupied 
with discussing our production." 


COSTA RICA--In honor of the 
eighth annual International AIDS 
Candlelight Memorial, the gay 
bars La Avispa, Los Cucharones, 
Puchitos, La Taberna and La Torre 
turned off their lights and music 
for five minutes May 19. Earlier in 
the day, the Fight Against AIDS 
Association hosted a "meditation 
and grieving ceremony" and 
launched the Costa Rican AIDS 
quilt project. 


EL SALVADOR--The = Gay 
Community of El Salvador [CGES] 
has made contact with Spain's Gay 
Hotsa magazine, reporting that it 
operates a discotheque, named 
Oraculos, and an AIDS Prevention 
Campaign, in cooperation with the 
Ministry of Health. 

The group also publishes a 
magazine, New World, but it has 
been "temporarily suspended for 
reasons of costs." 

In a letter to Gay Hotsa, CGES 
wrote: "The Gay Community of El 
Salvador is not legally constituted 
so nobody provides us with 
economic help for our sick 
brothers. The Ministry of Health 
limits its work to free distribution 
of condoms, talks and HIV tests." 


ENGLAND--Hopes for gay law 
reform on the Isle of Man, a British 
possession in the Irish Sea, were 
smashed in May when the House 
of Keys voted 13-8 to retain 
statutes against buggery and gross 
indecency. 

The vote cleared the way for 
prosecution of 12 men recently 
charged under the statutes. Five 


were sentenced to up to 12 months 
in prison and seven were ordered 
to perform 200 hours community 
service. 

House members upheld the 
anti-gay laws even though the 
move threatens England's standing 
in the European Community by 
placing the nation in violation of 
the European Convention on 
Human Rights. 

The Home Office in London 
responded by promising to impose 
gay law reform on the Isle of Man, 
eventually--a move that will 
provoke a major political crisis on 
the semi-autonomous island. 

The House of Keys also passed 
a bill that would ban _ local 
governmental bodies from 
"promoting homosexuality" or 
presenting positive images of gays 
in schools. 

A measure that would have 
ended the right of homosexuals to 
meet in public places was rejected. 


ENGLAND--A plaque 
commemorating the birth of the 
Gay Liberation Front in 1970 was 
unveiled at the London School of 
Economics May 2 in a ceremony 
organized by the LSE Lesbian and 
Gay Society. 

Students launched the project 
after school officials refused to 
have anything to do with it, 
arguing that there was no formal 
link between LSE and GLF, which 
just happened to have held its first 
meeting at LSE. 

On May 8, the plaque was 
stolen. A "Pink Plaque Strikes 
Back" ceremony is scheduled for 
Oct. 13, the anniversary of the first 
GLF meeting. 


ENGLAND--An out gay man 
ousted the sitting Conservative 
councillor and mayor-elect on 
Southampton City Council in 
April's local elections. 

Peter Brunnen, Labour 
candidate in the town's Peartree 
ward, won by 502 votes as part of

ENGLAND--The Channel 4 
national TV network is being 
investigated by police because an 
erect penis was allegedly visible in 
the background during a talk 
show.

Scotland Yard said it received 
a complaint from a viewer about 
the presence of an "aroused 
member" in gay filmmaker Derek 
Jarman's film Sebastiane, which 
was running as background to a 
discussion program called Sex and 
the Censors.

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ENGLAND--Gay activists have 
asked police to prosecute The 
Daily Star, a tabloid newspaper, 
over an editorial that opposed the 
House of Commons Armed Forces 
Committee's call for the military to 
welcome gays and lesbians into its 
ranks. 

Britain's Public Order Act 
bans, among other _ things, 
journalism "which is threatening, 
abusive or insulting." 

The editorial read: 
"Homosexual pressure groups 
represent a tiny minority of 
Britons. The overwhelming 
majority of us are disgusted by 
these strident, mincing preachers 
of filth.... Homosexuals cannot be 
allowed to corrupt the Armed 
Forces. Just think of the effect on 
discipline of cat fights among 
queens in the front line." 


ENGLAND--One in five gay men 
treated at London = sexually 
transmitted disease clinics is 
testing HIV-positive. 

And a government report says 
new HIV infections among gay 
men have increased 50% since 
1986-87, when HIV transmission 
hit an all-time low. 

Capital Gay hypothesized that 
gay men are bored with safe sex, 
that young gays missed out on 
safe-sex campaigns in the '80s, 
and that men who were 
monogamous in the '80s may not 
know how to negotiate safe sex. 


FRANCE--At the end of the 
recent Homosexuality and AIDS 
Conference in Paris, ACT UP 
members tackled Dominique 
Charvet, director of _ the 
government's French Fight 
Against AIDS Agency (AFLS), and 
tried to handcuff him, according to 
Gat Pied. 

The disruption brought the 
conference to a premature close 
and ACT UP was denounced from 
all quarters for its actions. 
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ACT UP spokesman Didier 
Lestrade charged AFLS_ with 
spending less money on AIDS 
prevention than in previous years 
and with "disassociating AIDS 
prevention and pleasure." 

"As long as we don't have clear 
responses from Charvet, we will 
continue to personalize our actions 
against him," Lestrade added. 


FRANCE--Several hundred 
demonstrators, mostly from ACT 
UP, marched on the National 
Senate May 6 in protest of 
legislation that would raise the age 
of consent for gay sex from 15 to 
18 and criminalize knowing 
transmission of HIV. 

They shouted, "Fight AIDS, 
Not People With AIDS" and 
"Liberte, Egalite, Homosexualite." 

The Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence performed an exorcism 
on the senators for "conscious and 
premeditated transmission of the 
virus of stupidity." (Gai Pied) 


HUNGARY--There are six gay 
bars and discos in Budapest now, 
up from one two years ago, 
according to Gai Pied. 

Homosexuality is legal, but no 
one talks about it, the magazine 
said. 

Gay men who formed the 
activist group Lambda Budapest 
consider the Catholic Church their 
main enemy. 

They hope to engender gay 
pride by organizing cultural 
events and will also mount an 
AIDS-prevention campaign. There 
are 250 known HIV-positives, Gat 
Pied said. 

Meanwhile, the Bay Area 
Reporter reports that Hungary's 
first jack-off party is July 12-14 at 
a nudist spa north of Budapest. 
More than 120 men have signed up 
to attend. 

"We made advertisements in 
the newspapers and so far we have 
no reaction against it," said 


organizer Gyorgy Karpati of the 
gay group Connection. 

Since there is no slang akin to 
"jack off" in Hungarian, the event 
is being promoted as a "mass-— 
masturbation party." 


ITALY--The Institute of Health 
and the gay group Arci Gay 
recently surveyed 3,000 gay men 
nationwide on_ their sexual 
behavior. 

Thirty-three percent have sex 
with both men and women, 51% 
are in a relationship, 46% have 
been tested for HIV, 4.2% said they 
tested positive. 


Forty-two percent of tops and 
40% of bottoms always use a 
condom for anal sex with casual 
partners. Eight percent use 
condoms for oral sex with casual 
partners. 

Among those in a relationship, 
39% of tops and 37% of bottoms 
always use a rubber with their 
lover. 

Asked where they meet men, 
respondents said at bars and 
discos (57%); at parks and train 
stations (45%); through friends 
(22%), gay groups (18%) and 
personal ads (7%); at work (7%); 
and while riding public transport 
(5%). (Babilonia)

Kapera's dismissal was 
criticized by President Lech 
Walesa and Catholic Primate Jozef 
Cardinal Glemp, who blamed the 
firing on "proclaimers of tolerance" 
and "barking courtyard 
mongrels.... Is not sin the most 
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frequent source of contracting the 


AIDS virus?" Glemp _ asked. 
"Cannot one speak about it 
publicly?” 


The majority of Polish AIDS 
cases are among drug users, not 


gays. 


SCOTLAND--At press time, the 
Scottish Homosexual Rights Group 
was planning Edinburgh's ‘first 
gay-pride celebrations since the 
1970s. A parade was to set off from 
Waterloo Place, pass along Princes 
Street, and end with a rally on the 
Mound. 

In Northern Ireland, 
meanwhile, the  ffirst gay 
demonstration in five years was 
scheduled for June 29 in Belfast. 
Planned events included a march 
through the city center, a cabaret, 
an art show and a large dance.

Mandela, co-defendant Xoliswa 
Falati, and Mandela's bodyguard, 
Jerry Richardson, to defame the 
minister with allegations of 
homosexuality. 

One of the four youths died 
from the beatings and Richardson 
was sentenced to death last year 
for the murder. Kidnapping also 
carries a maximum penalty of 
death. 


TAIWAN--The lesbian. group 
Wo-men Zhi Jian, Taiwan's first 
organization for gay women, now 
meets twice monthly and plans to 
set up a phone line, an alternative 
to the bars, and a legal/ political 
working group. More than 35 
women are involved. 

A key project in the beginning 
is collection and translation of 
basic information on lesbianism. 

The group's name means 
"Between Us" and their logo 
features the Chinese characters for 
two women, sideways and facing 
one another. 


TURKEY--At least 40 
transvestites were dragged from 
their homes in May in the Cihangir 
district of Istanbul and stripped 
and beaten by police wielding 
lengths of plastic hosepipe, reports 
Capital Gay. 
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Following similar raids in late 
1989, two. transvestites killed 
themselves, one a 17-year-old 
who flung himself from a building. 

Turkish activists say 
transvestite prostitution is one of 
the few options for young Turkish 
gay men. 


USSR--Following the _ split 
between radical and moderate 
activists in Moscow’ (where 


moderate members of the Moscow 
Gay and Lesbian Union formed 
the Association for Gay Equality 
and started their own newspaper), 
two gay groups in Leningrad are 
manifesting the same divisions. 


Like Moscow's MGLU, 
Leningrad's Tchaikovsky 
Foundation for the Cultural 


Initiatives and Defense of Sexual 
Minorities identifies itself with the 
radical Libertarian Party and is not 
opposed to ACT-UP-style tactics 
and public scandal. 

The other group, Banks of the 
Neva, wants to work through the 
system for the legalization of 
homosexuality and gay 
organizations. 

"Our objective is to fight gays 
being rejected by society; offer 
necessary psychological, social and 
legal assistance to combat 
isolation; and inform the general 
population that formerly 
disseminated notions about gays 
and lesbians are not correct," said a 
spokeswoman. 

The group plans to found a 
library, publish a newspaper and 
open a hotline. 


USSR--Banks of the Neva, one of 
Leningrad's three gay groups, is 
appealing a court decision that 
upheld the City Council's rejection 
of the group's registration. 

The council and the court said 
it is illegal to — establish 
organizations of a criminal 
character which are in opposition 
to public morals. Russian Republic 
Penal Code Article 121.1 penalizes 


male anal sex with five years in a 
labor camp. 

"Of course we'll appeal," said 
Prof. Aleksandr Kucharski, the 
gay group's lawyer. "We won a 
victory by having the issue taken 
io court ~ at all. ~ We're * just 
beginning." 


USSR--The Moscow Center to 
Combat AIDS, an arm of the 
Moscow Gay and Lesbian Union, 
distributed 2,000 condoms and 
safe-sex pamphlets in gay- 
cruising areas in late May. 

The rubbers were donated by 
New York's Gay Men's Health 
Crisis. 

Safe-sex pamphlets were also 
mailed to every member of the 
Russian Republic parliament. 


USSR--Since its founding in 
October 1990, the Estonian Lesbian 
Union has racked up a string of 
successes, reports founder Lilian 
Kotter. 

"We've received attention from 
the independent newspaper 
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Esmapaev and were interviewed 
on Estonian TV at peak-viewing 
time," she said. 

Projects in development 
include a permanent meeting 
space, Official registration with the 
Tallinn City Council, a book of 
interviews with Estonian lesbians, 
and a newsletter. 

Group members recently 
volunteered to answer the Tallinn 
Gay Helpline one day a week. 

But everything is contingent 
on Soviet politics. 

"If the Soviets intervene or are 
restored to power [in Estonia], 
most of our developments will be 
ended," Kotter said. "Lesbian and 
gay liberation can succeed only 
with Estonia's independence."

Answer Personal Ads 
From The Heart

(This is the second in a two part series 
on using personal ads.) 

How many of you have started 
reading those personal ads? A lot, 
I'll bet. 

When you realize there is 
nothing wrong with a personal ad, 
whether you're advertising or 
answering, it frees you to be more 
creative and honest. 

This week we'll discuss how to 
answer a personal ad. 

First, get yourself 
positive frame of mind. 

Tell yourself over and over, 
that if you have any doubts at all, 
your reply will be answered. 

Then, having put yourself into 
a positive and optimistic attitude, 
pick up the paper and scan the 
ads. 

Select several that interest you 
and mark them so you can read 
each one over again to make sure 
you really want to meet the 


into a 


person. 

Try to read between the 
words, analyse the ad_ to 
understand what the other 


person's personality is like. 

Be sure to read the whole ad, 
not just the part that apeals to you. 

If the ad requests a male 
between 45 and 50, and you're 
only 41, don't add a few years, 
because somewhere down the line 
you'll have to admit it. 

Or, if it says seeking long term, 
permanent relationship and_ all 
you want is someone to date, don't 
waste your time or theirs by 
answering it. 

Ask yourself if the person has 
been able to express their needs, 
rather then merely listing their 
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activities. Be sure of what you are 
seeking. Do you want a life partner 
or a ski partner? 

Consider what they are asking 
for. If they want a’ photo and a 
phone number, and you don't have 
a photo, will your reply go to the 
bottom of their list? 

Sometimes even a photocopy 
of a photo with a brief explanation 
will let that person know you are 
sincerely interested. Or, if you 
want to, it is relatively inexpensive 
to have several copies made of a 
photo of yourself. 

By this time you will have 
narrowed the choice of ads to 
those to which you intend to reply. 
Get yourself into a warm, 
affectionate mood, pick up your 
pen and put it to paper. 

You can begin with the word 
Dear. It lets the person know that 
you can express feelings. 

Write about their ad and what 
you liked about it. All people like 
praise and the ad's author isn't any 
differnt. Try to advoid anything 
that is in any way negative, a 
definite turnoff for anyone. 


Allow your letter to show who 
you are by writing from the heart. 
This may be scary stuff, but you 
have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain. 

However, if you've been badly 
hurt and you are tempted to say 
what you will or will not put up 
with, remember this is not the time 
to be aggressive about it. Save it 
for later when you've met the 
person -chances are you'll never 
have to say it. 

Consider your honesty. Most 
people prefer honesty to any other 
form of communication, and _ if 


they don't, chances are you 
wouldn't want them anyway. 
This is not your 


autobiography, so don't go on for 
pages and pages. Keep it to a 
couple of pages, enough to interest 
and intrigue the person. 

If your writing or spelling is 
bad, you could apologize in a 
lighthearted way. If your spelling 
is really bad, use a dictionary. 

Never type your reply to a 
personal ad; it is too businesslike 
and impersonal. 

There are absolutely no 
circumstances that warrant 
sending a photocopy of your letter. 
Be assured it will be filed under 'G' 
for garbage. 

Have you meet __ the 
specifications outlined in the ad? 
Have you put your phone number 
or return address on _ your 
handwritten, original letter? 

If you have any doubts about 
the letter, ask a confidant to read 
and critique it before you rewrite it 
on nice stationary. 

As you post the letter, 
remember that if it brings no 
response, the person you wrote to 
is probably someone you didn't 
need in your life. Especially if they 
are too impolite to acknowledge 
your letter. Also, it is useful to 
know that responding to an ad 
gets fewer responses than if you 
place one. 

But either way, try it, if you 
are sincere and want a quiet 
alternative for meeting people. It 
can work for you, if you give it a 
chance.

Commenting on the Reform 
Party, quite

Robinson — was 


coming from within the gay and 
lesbian community. Robinson 
advised that to know where the 
Reform Party stands all you really 
need to do is look at their agenda. 
"They are anti-choice, their 
immigration policies are steeped in 
racism, and their economic policies 
only serve to widen the gap 
between rich and poor. As well, 
they have been noticeably silent on 
the issues of peace and the 
environment," said Robinson. 
"They have built an agenda on 
hatred 


women as 


and fear. Being anti- 


they are, can we 
realistically expect them to be 
supportive of the gay and lesbian 
communities?" 

Robinson also noted that the 
strength of the Reform Party relies 
on a strong protest reaction to the 
present leadership we have in this 
country. 

"It's a very dangerous form of 
protest, we need to channel some 
of the anger into constructive 


opposition and hopefully redirect 
it into the development of a new 
political leadership." 

As for the need for an openly 
lesbian MP, Robinson adamantly 
agreed. "It is something that 
should've happened a long time 
ago. There are at least five openly 
gay men at the national level of 
government. Women are under- 
represented as it is. Unfortunately, 
lesbians are completely invisible at 
this level. Hopefully we'll see 
someone soon who is strong 
enough to be open about her 
sexual orientation, maybe even 
someone from Calgary." 


Finally, there has been some 
speculation that the movement 
from Justice Critic to External 
Affairs Critic was an attempt to 
silence Robinson on issues of gay 
and lesbian rights, but according 
to Robinson it couldn't be further 
from the truth. 

"I was delighted to take on the 
role of external spokesperson. It is 
an extremely important position 
and if anything, my profile has 
grown considerably. I'm as active 
as ever in issues of gay and lesbian 
rights and will continue as long as 
necessary. Unfortunately, that may 
be quite a while longer."

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Education, Suicide Problems for Gay Kids

Adolescent suicide and the high dropout rate have 
become major concerns for educators in Alberta. 
Homosexuality is a factor in both these problems but 
this fact has not yet been recognized by educators and 
education authorities. 

Studies published since 1978 reveal that gay youth 
are two to four times more likely than their 
heterosexual counterparts to attempt suicide. By 1989, 
the three-volume Report of the Secretary General's 
Task Force on Youth Suicide was published in the 
United States. The third 
volume, Gay Male and 
Lesbian Youth Suicide, 
explains why ten percent 
of the youth population 
would account for twenty 
foaorty percent « ‘of 
teenaged suicides and 
attempted suicides. 

Suicide is the ultimate 
form of dropping out and 
homosexuality could 
therefore be a significant 
factor in the _ school 
dropout rate. By 1983, the 
Harvey Milk School in 
New York City was 
established to provide an 
environment in which lesbian and gay youth could 
complete their high school in a_ gay-positive 
environment, as opposed to the anti-gay school 
environments which had caused them to drop out. 

In Canada, the level of hatred-related attitudes 
was revealed in the Canada Youth and AIDS Study. 
From a sample of 38 000 youth, it was revealed that 
students in grades seven through eleven had learned 
very negative attitudes regarding homosexuals. Only 
thirty-three to forty-one percent of them believed 
that "homosexuals should be teachers", and an even 
lesser number felt they "would be comfortable talking 
with a homosexual person". If such negative feelings 
existed toward any other minority in our schools, a 
major hate crisis would be declared. 

When I interviewed Joe North, Alberta 
Education's health consultant in Calgary, he stated 
that I was "the first person to ever raise the topic." 
Craig Roxburgh, the director of the policy and

evaluation branch of Alberta Education, which is 
concerned about the dropout problem, was unaware 
of the homosexual factor. Homosexuality was not 
even a concern at the guidance and counselling 
department of Alberta Education. Dick Kranz, the 
coordinator of this department stated that "the word 
‘homosexuality’ does not show up in any of our 
literature.” 

The only positive item was discovered to exist in 
the Calgary Catholic schools where Tom Harris, 
supervisor of Religious Education Curriculum, 
explained that a formal directive to teachers existed 
with respect to homosexuality. Gays and lesbians are 
not to be condemned, 
however this is of limited 
value as they are expected 
to be "celibate for life.” 

It would be easy to 
blame professionals for 
"not knowing", which 
would not be the first time 
this has happened in gay 
history. It must be 
remembered, however, 
that educators would be 
more uncomfortable with 
the idea of homosexuality 
that most of us were 
before we came out. Yet, 
all the — professionals 
interviewed were quite 
willing to discuss homosexuality and its related 
problems, and did so with great honesty. 

Some even requested having gays and lesbians 
talk to educators about the problems gay and lesbian 
youth experience. They were also supportive of the 
idea of lesbians and gays forming an organization 
dedicated to supplying information and support to 
educators in Alberta. Such an organization does not 
exist, yet it is greatly needed. 

In the August issue of AGLP, part two of this 
series will explore the many facets of homophobia in 
education and its negative consequences for gay and 
lesbian youth.

Straight Talk About Sex

SEX... what a small word to hold so much 
meaning. Its size is certainly no real reflection of the 
impact these three letters have. 

If you want to create an air of tension, anxiety and 
general discomfort, just start talking about sex. For 
some people, the mention of the word will create a 
physical reaction (red face, increased heart rate, 
sweating, etc.), not to mention emotional reactions 


which range from excitement to complete fear. These 
responses take many forms, including giggles, mild 
discomfort or dissociation. Sometimes we get crude 
about it and other times we enthusiastically ask 
questions, genuinely interested in finding out what 
others people's experiences with sex are, and being 
relieved to have the opportunity to do so.

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How is it that such a small word has so much 
impact on our world? There is little question that this 
three-letter word has been historically a taboo subject. 
For gay men and lesbians, the taboo reality is 
heightened. Very often our sexuality is defined by 
others, and sometimes by us, by what we do sexually. 
It is the same gender sexual activity which is 
condemned and dismissed as perverse. The multi- 
faceted reality of our relationships are basically 
ignored. The affection, intimacy and communication 
we share is not a particulary intense bone of 
contention. Those issues are rarely considered when 
homosexuality is discussed. One protester at the Gay 
Pride Rally stated that homosexuality is a selfish kind 
of love, seeking only pleasure. I guess those thoughts 
follow in the "if it's not for procreation it's not okay" 
perspective. There are a lot of heterosexuals who 
would be equally condemned by that line of thinking. 
This perspective virtually 
ignores the profound 
caring and emotional love 


shared between same 


Sex is a normal healthy part of our lives, whether 
we are sexually active, coupled, single or celibate. Our 
sexuality is an integral feature of our humanness. It 
compliments our emotional, psychological, physical, 
cultural, social and spiritual selves. From this 
perspective, sex (the activity) is a behavior reflecting 
only one part of who we are. When all is well sexually, 
we pay little or no attention to the importance of sex. 
However, should a 'problem’ arise in this area, it can 
become an all consuming issue. In a society where well 
entrenched taboos exist, it is unlikely we can express 
our sexual selves without some moments of turmoil. 
Add this to the widespread reality of sexual abuse and 
the issue becomes, at best, intense. 

It is unlikely that we can live our lives without 
confronting sexual issues. As homo "sexuals", there is 
even greater pressure to maintain silence and resist 
any desire or need to openly discuss our concerns, or 
even to admit we have 
any. It is quite normal for 
couples, over the years, to 
establish certain patterns

This reality leaves us 
in a double jeopardy. The 
societal taboo around sex 
in general and the pervasive condemnation of 
homosexuality creates little opportunity to feel 
comfortable and safe in talking openly about sex. You 
may ask, do we need to do so? Shouldn't what 
happens in the privacy of one's home remain private? 
What is to be gained by talking about sex (besides an 
increased heart rate?) Much like any taboo subject, 
there is much to be gained by breaking silence. In 
doing so we can confront the myths and discover the 
realities around this healthy aspect of our human lives. 
In maintaining the barriers to direct communication 
about sex, we are trapped in the range of emotions 
that this facet of our lives involves. We are denied the 
opportunity to be relieved of the shame we often 
experience with regard to sex, no matter what our 


orientation is. 


coupled, single or celibate. 


emotions regarding sex, 
our communication with 
our partners is 
significantly impacted. Then there's the issue of sexual 
difficulties, including differences in desire levels, 
difficulties around orgasms and ejaculation, impact of. 
stress and other issues such as addictions and sexual 
abuse. It is critical in addressing these difficulties to be 
able to talk and respond in a supportive and nurturing 
way. 

As gay and lesbian people, we need to assess our 
own individual areas of discomfort. We need to 
seperate the judgements made by bigots and the 
uninformed, need to open 
communication with our partners and each other 
about our sexual wants and needs. As a community, 
we need to celebrate the "Joy of Gay and Lesbian Sex". 
We need to celebrate our "humanness" with dignity 
and pride.

Moving In Together

Having recently survived a move which combined 
two households into one family, I am finally sitting at 
my beloved computer with the warm sun beckoning 
me outdoors; but alas, a deadline looms. I'm finding it 
such a relief that my computer no longer dominates 
the living room and that I actually have an office door 
which I can close. I am no longer trying to weave 
words with KIDS IN MY FACE. A luxury indeed, but 
even more valuable is being able to see my children in 
a different light, through the eyes of my partner; and 
to see my partner through theirs -- a whole new 
perspective on life almost. 

My partner's relationship with my children, and 


their respective relationships with her, have 
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undergone many subtle and not so subtle changes in a 
very short period of time. The task of moving is 
difficult for both children and adults at the best of 
times; and even more so, when a third party is 
introduced into the scenario. The children aren't sure 
where they fit in or what their respective roles are in 
this new "famify”. 

I believe that in some ways, the transition was 
easier for us. We found ways to relieve any tensions 
that were building during the process of packing and 
moving by "acting out" in child-like ways. In 
defrosting the freezer, we "inadvertantly" stuffed ice 
inside one another's T-shirts and ran around the place 
shrieking with laughter. In some cases, we carried the

My children are very fond of my partner and she 
cares about them, but that fact makes the adjustment 
only a little easier. For example, I am so accustomed to 
having toast crumbs in the margarine, and bond-fast 
rivulets of honey on the sides of the honey jar, that I 
just shrug it off. But she isn't! And doesn't! And 
playing hopscotch over boxes to reach the toaster only 
to discover that the cutlery isn't in the box you're sure 
you packed it in is enough to make you question your

frustrations piled on top of exhaustion and the 
disarray of boxes and disassembled furniture could 


own _ sanity. numerous irritations and 


turn even the most mild-mannered person into a 
major grump. 

As with every other 
move I've ever made, 
there are those certain 
belongings you decide 
must be left behind. My 
son was forced to part 
with his pet snakes, a 
rapidly

ice cream pails in_ his 
bedroom. He sold the 
largest and most attractive

unloading of boxes and smaller items from the cars. 
And one cloudy moming, my daughter awakened us 
with a breakfast tray of sweetened cereal, cinnamon 
toast and brown cows. Although a few more hours of 
sleep would have been deeply appreciated, we 
acknowledged that it was a very SWEET gesture on 
her part. 

By the final load, my son had replaced his snakes 
with a nest of newly hatched robins. These tiny, naked 
chicks, four in all, stretched forward with beaks open 
wide and heads quivering on scrawny necks. The 
story that the mother had died was a zinger aimed 
straight at my heart and the kids knew it. So with four 
new additions to the family, we set off for our new 
home. And lo and behold, my partner, alias "Scotties 
Little Softie" (and I 
thought I was bad!), was 
out in the flower bed in 
the early am. (in her 
housecoat yet) digging up 
worms for the babies! 
breakfast.
